Superintendent Hubbard and the municipal 
authorities generally are to be congratulated 
on the splendid appearance and discipline of 
the force as a whole.

The Court of Queen's Bench has shown its 


superiority to politics. The London Times 
applied to it for-an order to compel tne offi- 
cers of the National League to produce the 
banking accounts and disbursement books of 


that organization and of the Land League, 


its suppressed predecessor. The object was 
to use these accounts in establishing the 
contention that the moneys subscribed were 
applied to criminal purposes, this being nec- 
essary for the defense of the Tory reaction- 
ary in the suit for libel brought by Frank 
Hugh O'Donnell, a crank expelled from Par- 
nellite circlés, but accused by the Times of 
complicity in alleged criminal transac- 
tions. The refusal of the court reflects 
the highest credit on it. The accounts 
of volunteer political organizations are never 


kept scrupulously. Many items of appro-. 


priaumon perfectiy innocent in fact might 
easily be made improper on their face. 
Forced deductions refiecting uvon leaders 
would be inevitable. The parties to the ac- 
uon are entitled only te such specific in- 
formation as legitimately belongs within the 
limite of their controversy. That they will 
undoubtedly be able to get. * 

A party sensation of the largest mag- 
nitude is thus nipped by the Court of 
Queen's Bench. The Times articles, in 
defense of which the books were sought, 
were sensational concoctions, in which 
vicious conjecture masqueraded for . ascer- 
tained fact. If it needs books which it 
never scrutinized to establish its version 
of political progress in Ireland it stands 
confessed a sianderer, for it claimed 
to have minute knowledge of the application 
of the Land-League funds without access to 
such sources of information. O'Donnell is 
as selfish in seeking to have the books pro- 
duced as Times is sensational in the same 
step. He never had the confidence of Par- 
nell, and it is even suspected that his suit 
against the Times is part of a conspiracy to 
get at the Land-League accounts. It is safe 
to assume that money was used from time to 
time in ways that would be easily proven 
illegal. Iliegality, however, under coercidén 
laws is not necessarily immorality. 

The refusal of the court recalls a similar 
independence on the part of the law Lords 
vy en O'Connell had been found guilty and 
sentenced to jail. On appeal to the upper 
House the verdict was set aside on purely 
legal grounds. The English Judge and jurist 
is a devotee of law, and his life situation 
makes him indifferent to political influence, 
even on the side which his own inclinations 
may prefer on party questions. In this ob- 
liviousness of politics in judleihi action the 
English courts set an example which younger 
communities and American Judges may fol- 
low with honor and profit. 


REAL VALUE OF GAS. 

Now that the question of the price of gas 
to consumers in this city has been settled for 
the time being, it may be of interest to state 
a few facts which, without prejudice to the 
gas companies, sustain the position taken by 
Tus Tano a few months ago in regard to 
the price at which the article could be fur- 
nished to consumers. The points given are 
quoted from Light, Heat, and Power,.which is 
a récognized organ of the gas-producing in- 
terests, and are not therefore open to serious 
question. 

A paper was recently published by the 
American Economic Association in which 
Prof. James makes certain deductions bused 
upon actual expenses in other cities and con- 
cludes that the total cost of co deliv- 
ered to consumers in New York, if supplied 
by one company, should not exceed 65 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet, taxes included. 

Engineer Vanderpool recently testified be- 
fore a committee of the United States Sen- 
ate that illuminating water gas u put into 
the holder at Newark, N. J., at 28 cents and 
in New York City at 80 cents per thousand. 

Mr. H. . Hawley, m the journal above 
named, estimates ‘hat if used generally for 
heat, as well as light, the cost of distribu- 
tion, including waste by leakage, and taxes, 
would not de more than 8 cents, making the 
entire cost of water gas, carbureted for 
illumination, less than 40 cents. 

The City of Chicago is supplied by what is 
practically one company, though composed of 
several units organized into a trust. The 
gas manufactured by it, or them, is of both 
kinds. Taking the most expensive as the 
basis for reasoning, and remembering that 
the cost of fuel, labor, rent, and taxes in 
New York aggregates at least as much as do 
the same items in this city, it is fair to as 
sume that 65 or 70 cents per thousand feet is
